Army troops and naval ratings, 
however, have resorts of their 
own from which they are sup- 
posed to return by midnight. 

Officers stick pretty much to 
themselves in the Turf Club in 
Cairo and the Union Club in 
Alexandria. The latter is sump- 
tuous, with servants trotting 
around in billowing pajama 
bloomers and blue, green and 
red jackets with gold brocade, 
carrying pink gins, whisky and 
sodas and beers to officers play- 
ing snooker in the billiard 
room 

The chief personalities are in- 
visible, however. Wavell, in 
whom everyone's faith remains 
undiminished, is not to be seen, 
but he has been busy assuring 
leading Egyptians that every- 
thing will be all right. De 
Gaulle has arrived and is stay- 
ing at Shepheard’s Hotel in 
Cairo, but there is no news as 
yet that he is taking over the 
demobilized French naval units 


which are riding at anchor off 
Alexandria. 

Thousands of Egyptian 
troops are about, Their officers 
wear red fezzes but few carry 
sidearms. I asked one Egyp- 
tian anti-aircraft gunner wheth- 
er he relished fighting if the 
invaders came. Replying in 
French, he said: “Frankly no, 
bur if others fight for us, surely 
we can fight for ourselves.”

Defeat in Greece stirs Britain and America; Marshall says U.S. Army is “over the hump” 


Eleanor Roosevelt sometimes sends up trial balloons 
for her husband. In the May Ladies’ Home Journal 
she tossed up a startling idea: that American girls of 
draft age be given a compulsory year of training for 
factory, mechanical, social, hospital or farm work. 
‘They would be drafted for work in their community 
and not have to go away to camp.

GOEBBELS ON INVASION OF AMERICA 


Ex-U.S, Ambassador to Belgium, John Cudahy, 
representing LIFE in Berlin, last week had one 
of the few exclusive interviews that German Prop- 
aganda Minister Goebbels hax ever given to a 
representative of the foreign press. The interview 
occurred in Goebbels’ gray-paneled office, where a 
portrait of Frederick the Great hung over a man- 
telpiece gay with daffodils and pink roses, and a 
large globe stood in a corner. At times Goebbels 
gesticulated vigorously with both hands to empha- 
size his convictions. Excerpts from the intero 
which ex-Ambassador Cudahy cabled to LIFE, 
follow: 

“Dr. Goebbels told me Germany did not fear 
the military effect of American participation in 
the war. He was convinced that England would 
be decisively defeated before the summer was well 
advanced. Present German-American relations 
were no fault of Germany, he 
has not made a single unfriendly gesture against 
the U.

the number of U.S. fliers doubled, jumping from 31, 
200 to 63,100. The Civilian Pilot Training Program 
has graduated 37,277 students since February 1939, 
making a large reserve of pilot material upon which 
the Army and Navy may draw. Since the program 
began, nearly 5,000 graduates have gone into mili- 
tary aviation and since July, every enrolling student 
has pledged himself to do so, if called on.

Joan is a triple-threat tot 
who can sing, dance and act, and currently she is starring—along 
with gusty Ethel Merman, morose Arthur Treacher and other vet- 
eran talent—in Buddy De Sylva's Panama Hattie, a musical comedy 
of such boundless popularity that even the producer, authors, com- 
poser and press agents sometimes have difficulty obtaining seats. 

Joan Carroll was born plain Joan Fele but, when she obtained a 
Hollywood contract at the age of 4 (lately she became 9) her moth- 
er and a number of press agents decided that Felt was an unhappy 
name, since it would lead to all sorts of puns like “felt hat,"’ etc. 
Thereupon Mrs. Felt went through a telephone directory and listed 
the more euphonious names for Joan’s approval, Joan picked "*Car- 
roll’ because she thought it sounded nice, She was charmed to 
learn recently that this method of name-choosing paralleled Charles 
Dickens’ habit of running through old church records whenever he 
wanted to unearth something new and different, like Scrooge, Mar- 
tin Chuzzlewit and so forth. Foggy about the precise identity of 
Dickens, Joan nevertheless sensed that he was a big shot, and ex- 
claimed pleasurably that she was glad to have such worthwhile 
precedent, or words to that effect. 

Regardless of nomenclature, Joan Felt Carroll at 9 unquestion- 
ably has established herself as a wonder child, a celebrity. There 
are moments when she comes close to stealing Panama Hattie out 
from under Ethel Merman’s larynx, and in the theater lobby during 
entr’actes, the most frequently heard comments are variants on:

There followed a long, anguished 
period when Joan and Mrs. Felt endlessly made the rounds of the 
studios, waiting for the call that never came, Joan meanwhile kept 
on with her dancing, and took singing lessons and dramatics. For 
recreation she roller-skated, and later commenced ice skating. At 
this she was so proficient that, less than a year after starting, she 
took fifth place in a West Coast competition, and today is probably 
one of the best juvenile figure skaters in the country. 


She got the Hollywood run-around 


Joan's serious career in the movies dates from the time she was 
noticed by a Hollywood agent named Gene Mann. By some elabo- 
rate coincidence, Agent Mann had been responsible for the launching 
of Shirley Temple a few years carlier, and by an even more elaborate 
coincidence he obtained for Joan a contract with 20th Century, where 
Shirley was then profitably at work. The two Mann protégées never 
met, however, because it was specified that Joan Carroll was not to 
visit any set where Shirley Temple held forth. Shirley at that time 
was such a sensational money-maker—Zanuck once said she repre- 
sented “practically all my company’s assets'’—thac Mrs. Temple 
had almost as much influence as Louella Parsons, Mrs. Temple is sup- 
posed to have intimated to the 20th Century officials, who kept Joan 
away from Shirley, that any move to cast the newcomer in a sub- 
stantial role would displease her. 

Whatever the reason, most of Joan's footage during two years 
at 20th Century ended up in the cutting-room scrap baskets. Direc- 
tors kept promising big parts and Mrs. Felt kept believing them, 
until at last she grew cynical. ‘It was part of the Hollywood run- 
around,” is her verdict today. Lately there has been in currency a 
newspaper fiction describing an interview between Joan and Darryl 
Zanuck, shortly after the 20th Century contract was signed. Joan 
is supposed to have made a couple of wisecracks about “giving up 
smoking,” and “meeting my first husband at the Brown Derby for 
lunch,” and Zanuck is supposed to have flown into a rage, thinking 
that he had signed up a midget instead of a child. Actually, Joan 
never laid eyes on Zanuck until five or six weeks ago, whcn one 
night he appeared in a front-row seat at Panama Hattie. “Yah, Yah, 
Mr. Zanuck," Joan said to herself, in the middle of the Ler's Be 
Buddies number. “Now aren't you sorry you didn’t use me when 
you had me?” 

After the 2oth Century contract ran out, Joan once again became 
a Hollywood waif, but Mrs. Felt by this time had acquired a certain 
invaluable sophistication. Hearing that RKO was looking for a lit- 
tle girl to play the pare of a shanty gamin in the Ginger Rogers-Joel 
McCrea picture, The Primrose Path, she brushed the curls out of Joan's 
hair and tied it in pigtails, dressed her in an old calico rag, put an 
ancient pair of ill-fitting shoes on her feet and otherwise made her 
look like a slum child.

mamas turned up at the RKO studio with their beautifully coifed 
and costumed daughters and, needless to say, Joan instantly was 
chosen. 

Before Primrose Path was half completed, RKO signed Joan on a 
long-term contract, and when the picture was released the critics 
gave her exceptionally favorable notices. These presently came to 
Producer Buddy De Syiva's attention, about the time he was casting 
Panama Hattie. Joan's part originally was intended for Shirley Tem- 
ple, who turned it down, De Sylva gave her a script and asked her 
to study it overnight. Next day he told her to read some of her lines 
and Joan replied: "Gee, Mr. De Sylva, do I have to?" “OF course 
you have to,"" said De Sylva. “Go on,” “But can't I just say my 
lines instead of reading them?" persisted Joan. It developed that she 
had not merely reviewed the part but memorized most of it, and be- 
fore rehearsals were over she knew most of Ethel Merman’s lines as 
well 


She is not quite unspoiled 


Despite the spottiness of her early Hollywood work, Joan has 
been entirely self-supporting since the age of 4, and at present she is 
being paid Saso a week in Panama Hattie,with prospects for a great 
deal more than that in pictures. It would be agreeable to be able to 
report that success has left Joan Carroll untouched and unspoiled, a 
thoroughly normal little girl of 9. This, however, is not quite the 
case, though Joan manages to be more of a human being than most 
child prodigies.

Harvard is also the cultural history of 
the U.S. In the personnel of the Harvard 
faculty each generation of Americans has 
seen its ideals and aspirations reflected. 
Some Harvard faculties were the acknowl- 
edged voice of their era. ‘Though at times 
the faculties have grown old and lagged as 
America’s frontier went forward, they have 
left a tradition that imposes a special role 
and obligationonall Harvard scholars and 
teachers to come, 

Harvard at its founding was “a small pocket of godliness” in the wilder- 
ness, with a faculty of one. For two centuries, as a major source of New 
England’s divines, it dominated the theological disputations that were 
almost the sum total of Colonial culture. In the course of one such erisi 
a group of dissidents went off to New Haven, Conn., to found Yale Univer- 
sity. In the Revolution, Harvard played its part in the Committees of 
rrespondence. By 1825 Harvard had produced, in John Adams and John 
Quincy Adams, its first two U. S. Presidents. 

It was not until the 1830's that Harvard began to be a college of the 
ces. In that decade a trio of great historians, John Lothrop 
eorge Ticknor and William H. Prescott, who had gone abroad 
for graduate study in universities of Europe, laid the foundations of modern 
In the same generation, Asa Gray and Louis Agassi 
made Harvard America’s first center for pure scientific research. 

During the next half century Harvard was at the heart of the flowering 
of New England.

As if by some strange inner ne- 
cessity of history, it was in the 
very month that Roosevelt came 
to the White House chat Adolf 
Hitler began to provide his own 
solution to the same problem. He 
has clothed an old oppression in 
anew and immensely powerful for- 
mula. He has done it by sleight of 
hand, by pretending that he was 
running a Nationalist movement, 
when he was really creating a new 
International. It has become the 
most powerful International in the 


How much of a war, Holmes could not have foreseen. Roose- 
velt himself, who had campaigned for a New Deal for the For- 
gotten Man, knew he was in a fight. But how old, how deep, 
how bitter was the war he had inherited, he did not realize 
He was face to face with organized society's most ancient and 
elusive problem—how to marry the dignity of individual 


world by the subtle deception of selling millions of weak, hope- 
less, morally destitute people the world over the hope that they 
roo can be as strong as Germans, that they can march in parades 
of their own and spit at Jews in their own countries. In fact, this 
movement with which Hitler has made a good beginning of con= 
quering the world is nothing but an International of the Weak. 


Irs members are called saboteurs and defeatists. They have 
no faith in themselves, no faith in the ability of any part of 
the world to think its own thoughts and govern itself, no 
faith in anything save the death of individual responsibility 
and the abdication of freedom before the word of a master. 
The appeal co this International is the very basis of Hitler’s 
toral war. 


AMERICA’S REVOLUTIONARY OBJECTIVE 


The only Head Man who is doing anything to meet this 
total war and fight it with its own weapons on its own ideo- 
logical and philosophic grounds is Franklin Roosevelt. There 
are just as many men in England as in America who realize 
that a revolutionary change awaits the world—and who be- 
lieve as sincerely as we do that full-grown democracy has the 
dynamic power to work that change. Bue the British Gov- 
ernment has shown itself frighteningly unwilling to ace as if 
anything more than a struggle of ship against ship, of plane 
against plane, is involved. Iv is infinitely more chan this. Ie 
is a struggle of ideas against ideas, and the British authorities 
have refused to unleash the ideas that can prevail against 
Hirler’s—as British ships and planes and tanks and guns have 
not been able ro, One of the President's advisers said recently, 
“The most dangerous people on our side are those who think 
we can lick Hitler by force alone." But the clearest state- 
ment that Winston Churchill has made abour why England is 
fighting is—because she must! The British Government is 
fighting because ic is afraid of invasion and conquest. This 
objective may be logical enough for the British but appears 
rather inadequate to the Belgians, the French, the Yugoslavs, 
certainly to the Americans. 

If England wins—at the present time there is bitterly little 
to offer substantial grounds of hope for an English viccory— 
what would the post-war organization of Europe be? No one 
knows. But some hine may be gathered from the face chat the 
British are supporting the Governments in Exile that lost the 
war in their homelands. The answer apparencly is chat post- 
war Europe should, if Britain has its way, return to some- 
thing not far from the status quo ante: out of which grew 
Hitler, Franco, Laval and the policy of appeasement. There 
will be a new Czechoslovakia just like the old Czechoslo- 
akia, a new Poland just like the old Poland. Doubtless this 
is close to the hearts of Dr. Bene’ and General Sikorski. Is it 
a dynamic appeal co the masses of Czechoslovakia and Po- 
land? 

During the despondent 1930's, it became fashionable to say 
that war decides nothing. Certainly World War I brought no 
solution of Europe's problems. But other wars have been 
decisive: and they have been decisive just to the extent that 
they have been revolutionary. Now a revolution is made noc 
with guns alone, but mainly with ideas. If Lincoln had 
listened to those Northern moderates who deplored the 
Emancipation Proclamation, just how decisive could the 
Civil War have been? 

America, alone of the Allies in the last war, fought under a 
revolutionary slogan—we wanted to let Democracy grow in 
Europe. We failed, not because Democracy is not practical, 
or efficient, or desirable, bue because che soil in which it 
could grow was not provided. Democracy did not fail in 
Europe after World War I. Nationalism never let it be tried. 
If freedom is really established at the end of this war, taught 
and safeguarded till its roots strike deep, it cannot fail now. 
You may doubt it, but Hitler does not. To him ic is anath- 
ema, it is the one thing he fears. 

Opposition to Hitler’s International of the Weak can come 
only from those who are strong enough to believe in them- 
selves and to fight for themselves, A conquered Polish peas- 
ant, a Norwegian fisherman, a Czech factory worker, an 
Htalian locomotive engineer, a bewildered French soldier just 
released from prison camp, must have something to hope for. 
Each must have something to hope for that will be common 


to all, and bind them together in an army that the irrelevan- 
cies of nationalism or race will not splinter. And their com- 
munity consists of this—they are all poor men, men on the 
edge of starvation. Even the fact that they are oppressed is 
not so bad as this, Indeed, if they did not have to fear that 
they and their wives and children would starve nexe week or 
next winter, could they be oppressed so easily? But as it 
is, starvation and despair are what lic ahead, and their 
community will be only that of the earth that at last covers 
them all, unless they can be shown that whar they have in 
common is a chance to satisfy their needs as free men work- 
ing together. 

Churchill is an Englishman, and che symbol of that tight 
litcle isle; Hitler is the symbol of destruction. But Roosevele, 
00, is a symbol co the common folk of Europe who have sent 
cousins and brothers and sons to America, and seen them be- 
come incredibly prosperous by Old World standards, and as 
free as any other Americans. He is a symbol nor just of a rich 
country overseas, that could ship food co Europe, or send 
planes to England, To them he is the symbol of a chance to 
stand on their own feet and help themselves. 

When Roosevelt set up the New Deal—piecemeal, prag- 
matic, beset with contradictions that yet did nor stop its at- 
taining its ends, the defense of individual liberty and the wid= 
ening of material security—he went about it like a journey 
man carpenter, nor like an architect with a head full of bluc- 
prints. And all che time thac he was stopping a leak here or 
slapping a compromise over a hole there, he was doing much 
more than sophisticated Americans, lucky Americans, whose 
grandfathers were free men, knew. He, and the New Dealers 
who argued with him and disagreed and thought he went too 
slowly, and the conservative men in the Administratian who 
argued and disagreed and thought some moves were unneces- 
sary and perhaps convinced him and perhaps didn't were 
working Democracy out another step. 


ROOSEVELT’S MORAL AUTHORITY 


Europe knows it and Hitler knows it and now at last we 
have come to realize it too. Roosevelt has been slow to real- 
ize how much his moral authority means in the world. His 
vanguard of New Dealers found it out a long time ago. They 
have been persuading him chat a philosophic drive must 
accompany material sent to the front, and that he is the man 
to lead ir. 

Roosevelt, an activist if there ever was one, has been feeling 
his way toward a revolutionary program for winning the war 
in many of his recent speeches. And following Bill Donovan's 
romantic travels through the Near and Middle East for Secre- 
tary of the Navy Knox, missions to the Caribbean, to Eng- 
land, to China have been undertaken by close advisers of the 
President. They have been gathering factual data to bring 
back to Washington. They have also been political and 
propaganda embassies. 

China affords the most concrete example of how Roosevelt 
proposes to win this war. Last summer, after the Fall of 
France, Britain again started appeasing Japan by closing the 
Burma Road. Chiang Kai-shek asked himself whether the 
democracies understood in whose interest he was fighting. 


Help from the democracies of the West, on whom all China 


had depended with incredible hope for three years, was not 
forthcoming —even the U. S. continued co supply Japan, Com- 
munist influence was growing in the territory their Eighth 
Route and New Fourth Armies controlled. It began to seem 
as if Chiang would suspend his national war against Japan 
and resume his civil war against the Communists. 

Then, with characteristic diplomatic indirection, word 
trickled through to Chungking that it might be profitable to 
invite Lauchlin Currie, one of the President's most anony- 
mous administrative assistants, to come to China. Currie, No. 
1 U.S. disciple of John Maynard Keynes, is also the No. 1 
New Deal economist. He is not a politician. He bas the im- 
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ROOSEVELT VS. HITLER (continued) 


mense prestige, so important in China, of a scholar; more- 
over, a scholar who has taught at Harvard. He has the con- 
fidence of the President. He was the perfect choice. So, late 
in January, he enplaned for Chungking. 

The situation in Asia had become infinitely complicated, 
as the Soviet-Japanese Pact is enough to show. Curric’s job 
was to prevent Chinese adherence to any such axis—an axis 
which might serve as a magnet for India too, and which 
could only be dominated by Japan. The Japanese, at the 
time of his arrival, were waiting anxiously for civil war 
to divide China again: this is always an excellent reason for 
Japan to extend her program of “pacification.” 


CURRIE CARRIES THE NEW DEAL TO CHINA 


Currie’s mere presence, as a personal adviser of Roose- 
velt, was exciting to the Chinese. He greeted Chiang as 
Roosevelt's fellow-leader of democracy, and gave him the 
Boss's specially autographed picture. It made the General- 
issimo proud. Few Americans had treated China's soldier 
executive as a leader of world democracy. At any rate, 
Chiang agreed to call off the civil war long enough to sound 
out America’s latest emissary. Perhaps the U. S. was like 
China, where college professors are trusted to carry real 
mail. What could he lose? If Currie had just come to talk 
friendship, Chiang would find it out when Currie returned 
to the States, In that case, he could go back to feuding. 

Accordingly, he gave Currie the run of Chungking. Hay- 
ing the most nebulous and therefore (to the Oriental mind) 
potent status, the Currie mission was soon deeper in Chinese 
politics than any officially accredited diplomatic mission 
could possibly have been. Soon Currie was reviewing troops, 
going the culinary rounds, listening and lecturing from 7:30 
a.m. to 2330. m. every day. The Lefter-wing politicos and 
intellectuals, some of whom were let out of jail in his honor, 
hailed him as the bringer of a New Deal for the East. His 
presence put the inner circle on its best democratic behavior. 
The Governor of Szechwan, an intimate of the Generalis- 
simo, was driving Currie ‘around in his car when the 
chauffeur hit a ricksha. Not only did the Governor stop, 
bur he submitted silently co a five-minute tongue-lashing by 
the coolie. 

Currie’s ostensible mission was to give China a budget. 
Bur the central government has no income to speak of, It 
simply prints notes. This has resulted in inflation and the 
hoarding of food; between 1938 and 1940 the price of rice 
rose 1,000%. But this problem was so closely allied to the 
basic problems of Chinese economy that to draft a budget 
and get it adopted, Currie had to suggest a whole series of 
social reforms. 

The average peasant pays 60% of his income (cash and 
crop) in rent. In return the landlords, mainly milicarists, 
are supposed to give the peasants police protection. But 
the militarists pay almost no taxes to Chiang’s govern- 
ment. To make his budget, Currie apparently argued that 
Chiang should stop being a front man for the landlords, 
and take them into partnership instead, i.c., tax their in- 
comes. Some of the income could then be routed back to 
the commodity-starved peasants via a benefit program. Thus 
inflation, hoarding, the feudal independence of the land- 
and the political orphanhood of the peasants would 
attacked at once. It dawned on the Generalissimo 
that he could overnight become a popular leader on the 
Roosevelt model if he let the peasants feel that the national- 
ist war, in addition to being a war for China's freedom, was 
also a war for social justice. 

One question remained unanswered: could the professor 
deliver? Until the Chinese knew that, his ideas were 
merely something to think about. But deliver he did. Four 
days after Currie’s return, the President made his speech to 
the White House correspondents about his plans under the 
Lease-Lend Act. “China expresses the magnificent will of 
millions of plain people to resist the dismemberment of 
their nation, China, through the Generalissimo, Chiang 
Kai-shek, asks our help. America has said that China shall 
have our help.” Thus awarded a place in the sun beside 
the British, the Generalissimo “answered. “The people of 
China,” he said, “will be immeasurably heartened by your 
impressive reaffirmation of the will of the American people 
to assist them in their struggle for freedom from foreign 
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domination and in the resumption of their march towards 
democracy and social justice for all.” This kind of ball- 
tossing wins political wars. 

The U. S. has already sent pursuit planes to China. About 
a dozen outmoded bombers are following, along with ar- 
tillery, other ordnance, trucks, machinery and raw mate- 
rials. Planes that the British would curn up their noses at 
are anything but obsolete in the Far East. The pursuit ships, 
by protecting the Chinese troops from strafing, will enable 
them again to move in formation. The old bombers may 
enable China to raid Tokyo, which is bamboo. 

A fortnight after the planes left for China, an Associated 
Press cable indicated that Chiang was keeping his part of 
the bargain: 

"The influential newspaper Ta Kung Pao said today t 
the Chinese Government would undergo a sweeping re- 
organization soon in the interests of greater efficiency, intro- 
duction of new and younger blood and closer connections 
with the world’s democracies. 

“Informed sources said the personnel changes were likely 
to be the most extensive since the hostilities with Japan 
began in 1937." 

March 24, the Generalissimo, addressing the Kuomintang 
Central Executive, followed through in even more startling 
fashion. “Economic difficulties are now 70% of the war 
problem facing the nation,” he said, “‘and military diffi- 
culties 30%."” He lectured his 200 top men for having let 
their revolutionary ardor cool, for having given the people 
reason to lose confidence in the Kuomintang. He asserted 
that the people now consider it loose and corrupt. With the 
symbol of Franklin Delano Roosevelt in his mind’s eye, 
Soldier Chiang demanded that his Party “‘recurn to the 
People.” Roosevelt, through Currie, had moved to es- 
tablish a base of democracy in the Far East. The starved, 
illiterate peasants of China have fought like lions when they 
had ideas to fight for, as the Communists have proved. 
Democracy can have a billion allies in Asia—in China, 
India, yes, in Japan itself. A new frontier for industrial ex- 
pansion, based on a rise of the sub-human Asiatic standard 
of living, can lie open to friendly American enterprise after 
the war. In the longer perspective of history, whoever wins 
the European war will really be winning an option to par- 
ticipate in the industrialization of Asia. 


ROOSEVELT IS HIS OWN STATE 


DEPARTMENT 


Like the President's operations on other political battle- 
fields, this mission was undertaken outside the State De- 
partment. The President has had to work this way for 
several reasons, chief of which is the make-up of the De- 
partment itself, below the ideological plane on which Sec- 
retary Hull, Assistant Secretaries Berle and Acheson func- 
tion. The professional diplomats are alternately panicked 
by Hitlerism and naive about “dealing” with it. Neverthe- 
less they serve a useful function. They are decoys for the 
Axis, just as the Nazi Foreign Office has been for the 
democracies. Hitler also left the old diplomats on tap. Per- 
sonal attachments bound them to the diplomats of the 
democracies. They thought Hitler was crazy. But unwit- 
tingly they played a vital role in blinding the democracies 
to the reality of Hitler's International. 

Roosevelt has the same setup in the State Department. 
He is using the professionals, not listening to them. Thus 
the diplomats would never have suggested to the President 
that he begin merchandising the New Deal to England. 
This is what he has begun to do. By which is meant a frank 
criticism of Mr. Churchill for trying to stop Hitler by 
courage, character and arms alone, as well as of Mr. Bevin 
for assuming that universal collective bargaining is a revo 
Jutionary dynamic instead of just a by-product. 

A group headed by J. B. Priestley has recently served no- 
tice on Mr. Churchill that patriotism is not enough. Those 
Americans who have been secing Harold Laski's Socialism 
under the British bed may be reassured. The Europe that is 
fighting for this revolution does not want to export isms 
to the U. §.; it wants to import the New Deal 

The British New Deal Opposition goes further. Thus, 
Francis Williams, an important Liberal journalist, pub- 
lished a hard-hitting book called War By Revolution. He 
criticized his Government for confusing this revolution

with British patriotism. In Europe, he is for a Continental 
sovereignty; in the Empire, for unconditional freedom for 
India now. India’s leader, Nehru, one of the world’s great 
democrats, is now in jail. In England, coo, some of the 
world’s most effective democrats are being interned. They are 
Hitler's refugees. Williams called on the Government to 
mobilize them for Fifth Column operations against the 
Nazi rulers of their homelands. 

On April 3, one of the President's protégés, Attorney 
General Jackson, who had just been yachting with him, 
made an amazing speech in which he practically put the 
seal of official approval on such British New Deal talk. 
He said: 

**Most Americans, because of their defensive attitude to- 
ward the so-called Fifth Column, have failed to realize that 
vulnerability co the Fifth Column is Hitler's, nor ours. His 
overextended domain now includes millions of alien and 
unwilling subjects—full of revenge and on the verge of in- 
surrection. These are Czechs, Poles, Danes, Norwegians, 
Hollanders, Belgians and French. They constitute the great 
est Fifth Column opportunity in history... We can. . . 
take the propaganda offensive, out-Fifth-Column the master 
Fifth Columnist himself.”” 

Far from resenting any of this as an intrusion or an im- 
pertinence, Mr. Churchill showed that he was open to sug- 
gestions. He told the House of Commons that if “a suffi- 
cient body of gentlemen” would constitute themselves an 
Opposition, ““they could be definitely recognized as such.”* 
Such an opposition could be a transmission belt for Roose- 
velt’s ideas on how to tool up England for her new role 
in this war. 

Then the President took another step toward the organi- 
zation of a Democratic Forcign Legion. Under the Leasc- 
Lend Act, he arranged to arm a Polish Legion to be trained 
in Canada. Polish General Sikorski, after calling at the 
White House, returned to New York where, pointedly, he 
met a delegation from the American Jewish Congress. The 
old Warsaw Government had in its day rivaled Hitler for 
anti-Semitism. 

Soon after the President had made this arrangement, 
another important New Dealer, Jerome Frank, made a 
speech calling attention to the revolutionary implications 
of Sikorski's visit. Last week, addressing the graduate 
faculty of the University in Exile of the New School for 
Social Research, Frank told these men that they are not 
refugees in the U.S. For, he said, “America is the one 
country today in which Italians, Germans, Poles and others 
of enslaved nationalities are free. You are the only leaders 
your countrymen recognize. In New York, every one of you 
is in the capital of his own country. And your countrymen 
know well that you are leading the Revolution that will 
bring a New Deal to all Europe. The University in Exile 
constitutes the nucleus of a Council of Nationalities which, 
as Attorney General Jackson recently said, can out-Fifth- 
Column Hitler, and which carries che seed of that Federation 
of a Free Europe for which all free spirits are working.” 


BLUEPRINT FOR THE CARIBBEAN 


So much for the British front. Let us look at another and 
nearer example of taking the New Deal to the World. 

Before Currie’s trip to China, before Harry Hopkins was 
sent to London, Roosevelt had dispatched his first investiga- 
tor-ambassador to one of the most important battlefronts of 
the War of Influence and Ideas—the Caribbean. Already 
Hitler has set up a Gestapo organization in Pétain's Mar- 
tinique. Immediately after his re-clection, Roosevelt sent 
his old friend Charles Taussig of the American Molasses 
Company off to talk to British administrators of the Carib- 
bean islands where American defense is basing itself, and to 
interview the-native labor leaders as well. 

A slow fire has been burning in the Caribbean region for 
years. Sometimes it smolders underground. Sometimes it 
flames up into riots and insurrection. Whatever British rule 
may be called at home, there is no trace of democracy about 
it in the Caribbean islands—less if possible than in our own 
Black Belt, poll-tax region. In Trinidad, a storm center, 
only 6.5% of the population has the right to vore. It was 
only a few years ago that trouble in the West Indies finally 
provoked Lord Moyne’s report which contains so much 
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ROOSEVELT VS. HITLER (continued) 


dynamite that it is available only to a few administrators 
in the islands 

Here is a situation which Hitler’s International of the 
Weak is only too anxious to exploit—a place where all the 
fine words about democracy sound cheap and untrue, how- 
ever sincerely they may be meant. Sabotage, provocation, 
espionage could run riot here, Negro racism, breeding in the 
Caribbean, could wreak havoc in the U. S., where our treat- 
ment of the Negroes is the great blot across the old belief of 
ours that all men are created equal. While the islands re- 
main under the control of the sahibs of the British Colonial 
Office, there is not a great deal to be done save by persuasion 
and example. But the whole Caribbean is one, whether 
owing allegiance to the British or to the American flag. 
Roosevelt, who loves to fish there, knows this well. The 
Caribbean is an old hobby of his. 

Roosevelt's starting point was Puerto Rico, that rich 
island under U. S. sovereignty which is bled by absentee 
sugar barons. It imports practically all its food though ic 
contains some of the richest land in the world, The Presi- 
dent's old right-hand man of the first New Deal, Rex Tug- 
well, was borrowed back from Mayor LaGuardia, whose 
Planning Commissioner he has been, and sent off to see what 
could be done in this land of hookworm and malaria, rice 
and beans, where subsistence farming was forbidden two 
generations ago by the sugar companies. Tugwell’s policy, 
which he has pushed pretty far along, can best be described 
as appeasement of the native population, and building an 
axis with the local Nationalists. 

‘The Nationalists want our Deparcment of the Interior to 
enforce a 40-year-old law which prohibits the owning of 
immense tracts of land by any corporation, They want, in 
other words, the same breakup of absentee landlord estates 
as do the Chinese, and the secting up of an economy based 
on native land-owning; this is just Jeffersonianism expressing 
itself in a colonial setting. New touches are added in the 
plans for high-powered scientific agriculture. Now the kind 
ofmind that feels that this is too good for the Puerto Ricans, 
or the natives of the other islands, is not the kind of mind 
that can be on the side of Democracy in the present battle. 
It is the kind of mind chat accepts Hitler's caste system 
almost without questioning 

Although the British Caribbean possessions are still pur- 
suing balanced budgets and surpluses, the realistic Moyne 
Commission advocated this very policy of breaking up part 
of the big estates into food farms, which the U. S. is pur- 
suing in Puerto Rico, If defeat for England makes these 
islands into orphans, it may be too late for Roosevelt's 
policy ro go to work in them. He is being urged now to ask 
England to hand them over to the U. S. and to establish a 
Caribbean protectorate run by a governor general report- 
ing to him. Then, sanitation, food, social and economic 
reform, vigorously applied, can thwart Hitler's plan for 
revolt. 

If the U. S. has learned that this is not fundamentally a 
military war, that lesson should be applied in the building 
of our huge naval and air bases in the British West Indies. 
We need these bases desperately—so desperately that we 
cannot afford to have them stand on quicksand. The only 
way to build them on solid foundations is to make the 
natives welcome in the army of Democracy. 


REALISM IN LATIN AMERICA 


The Caribbean problem overflows into Latin America. 
Our Latin American policy has been anything but effective. 
Its most conspicuous omission has been economic. Latin 
‘America wants goods, factories and processed food before 
it wants broadcasts or the pleasant boondoggling of cultural 
relations. propaganda, urging the continent to ride 
the Wave of the Future, cannot do more than promise pie in 
the sky. But Germany's promise to buy Latin American 
products after winning the war is offset by Latin America’s 
fear that, instead, Germany will continue the war until 
Latin America too is conquered. A concrete economic ans- 
wer from us will do more than any number of goodwill 
ambassadors. 

A new program is now in the making, both bold and 
imaginative. It centers around the very competent per- 
sonality of Surplus Marketing Administrator Milo Perkins. 
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ROOSEVELT VS. HITLER (continued) 


Congress now has before it an amendment to the act em- 
powering the Government to acquire farm surpluses. This 
amendment would give Perkins power to acquire the sur- 
pluses of other countries, especially in this hemisphere, and 
to pay for them with our surpluses. Brazilian coffee could 
be used to provide Latin America with processed foods, 
vegetables and dairy stuffs which are needed. Agronomists, 
home economists, plant breeders, nurses would be sent to 
hand out these products and co train Latin Americans to pre~ 
pare, distribute and eventually to produce them. As Perkins 
points out, the Department of Agriculture has in the South- 
west many Spanish-American technicians who could over- 
night become the teachers and helpers of millions of peas- 
ants in Latin America. 

So close to Perkins heart is this program that, not only 
he himself, but Mrs. Perkins, the three Perkins’ Secretaries, 
his economist and his assistants are all learning Spanish. In 
the Department as a whole, several hundred people are 
studying the language. Perkins himself gets home from 
saving the world each night to repeat Spanish sentences 
like: “’The carpet is blue and so is the sky 

Canada, on the other hand, has not yet begun to integrate 
with Roosevelt's new order and Roosevelt has not been 
needling her. Toronto greeted Willkie enthusiastically. Yee 
the timid, unimaginative Mackenzie King Government con- 
tinues to be blackmailed by the crudely pro-Axis French 
Canadian minority (an ideal Nazi Fifth Column). The war 
has boomed Canada’s economy, and made her a liaison be- 
tween the U. S. and England. Yee all Mackenzie King wants 
to talk to the U. S. about is munitions financing. And he 
has dared only to raise Canada’s original one-month con- 
scription term to a scarcely less absurd four months. King 
and Churchill are not close, although King and Roosevelt 
are. (They are both Harvard men.) This accounts for the 
most promising step about to be taken toward Canadian- 
U. S. integration: the beginning of Roosevelt's favorite St. 
Lawrence Seaway, which will in a few years embrace big 
sections of both countries in a unified regional structure 
comparable to TVA. Meanwhile, leadership is needed, and 
only Roosevelt can provide it, if he will. Ottawa’s job is co 
declare independence from the Axis transmission belt in 


French Quebec. 


TOTAL WAR OVER IRELAND 


Not in this hemisphere but in Ireland is all-out total po- 
litical war being waged most hotly, The Irish issue per se 
is one of European geography—it is obviously the place 
from which to launch the invasion of Britain. But in its 
equally important ramifications, it crucially affects Ameri- 
can politics and the American attitude towards the war. 
Mr. Churchill himself is unfortunately not persona grata in 
Dublin, having truculently opposed the ceding of England’s 
Irish bases in 1938. The Irish are being just as truculent in 
refusing to return them. 

However, there is plenty of realistic observation in Dub- 
lin which acknowledges that, whether before or after the 
invasion of England, Hicler's plans call for an attack on 
Ireland; and that not even the most craven neutrality can 
buy him off. Hard-headed Irishmen believe that the first 
thing the Nazis would do would be to give Ulster to Dublin 
and arms to Ulster: divide and rule with a vengeance. 

But from the beleaguered Irish comes a proposition which 
offers them a way out of their dilemma by posing one for 
us, Dublin will not give up the Irish bases to London: the 
symbolism is too repugnant to Irish Nationalism, and it 
would play into the hands of the Nazi-oriented Irish ex- 
tremists. But the bases could be offered to the U. S., the 
second homeland of the Irish people, and a powerful and 
welcome protector. 

Here is our problem in all its distinctness. If the U. S. 
wants to help England as more than a gesture—cnough to 
keep her alive—we shall have to convoy the food and arms 
we send her. The Irish bases would, of course, be the desti- 
nation of American convoys. 

Well, how deeply are we in the war anyhow? Are we 
ready to admit that che whole conception of mere material 
aid to England was a mistake? Are we ready at last to 
abandon weasel words like “‘lease-lend,”” and to get down 
to brass tacks? We don’t want—and can no longer afford—a 
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ROOSEVELT VS. HITLER (continued) 


policy of aid to England simply because the British are 
brave and speak our language and are deserving of our char- 
ity. We must recognize that Britain is ceasing to be a 
forcign State, and is becoming our 49th State—the one 
which happens to be on the firing line. We need a policy 
which will keep the war on the other side of the ocean. 
There is only one way to do this: by the kind of political 
counterattack against Hitler and his prejudice-breeding, 
nationality-dividing International which this plan for an 
Irish-U, S. axis involves. 

Our help to Ireland and Ireland's partnership with us, 
would clearly be a bad blow to Hitler's plans for the U. S. 
Ireland’s neutrality has offered a wonderful, and not neg- 
lected, opportunity to divide the lower and ‘middle classes 
of many of our cities. Dissatisfaction for England's war 
among Irish-Americans has played into the hands both of 
sincere isolationists and, unfortunately, of organizers of 
Hitler's International—who have nothing to offer Irish- 
Americans either as Irishmen or as Americans. That would 
change with the Irish bases in our hands, and Ireland work- 
ing sturdily—in her own interests—against Hitler. 


ROOSEVELT TAKES THE OFFENSIVE 


All this time Roosevelt has been talking National De- 
fense. But in reality he was forced to admit months ago 
thar this is a will-o'-the-wisp. For the job can't be done 
as just National Defense—you can’t lick Hitlerism cither 
nationally or defensively. In order to secure real U. S, De- 
fense, Roosevelt must mobilize an international assault on 
Hitler's New Order, He has found out that this idea of a 
New Order is Hitler's real secret weapon. He has found out, 
too, that his New Deal is a better one. 

Roosevelt's abandonment of the Concept of Defense for 
that of Attack springs from his insight into the truth that 
the New Order and the Four Freedoms cannot divide the 
world between them. In the end one must suppress the 
other. 

In taking the political offensive, therefore, he has fol- 
lowed one principle: to unite the nationalities and the econ- 
omies which are defenseless against Hitler so long as they 
are divided. And, most specifically, he has accepted as his 
major premise the proposition that the two conglomerations 
of nationalities and economies called the U. S. and the 
British Empire are intrinsically indefensible so long as they 
remain two separate halves; and that they will be invin- 
cible as soon as he merges them into a new organic unity. 

Two years ago one of his close advisers made a diary en- 
try of something the President had told him. Last January, 
this diary entry was repeated to the world as Roosevelt's 
Four Freedoms. Freedom of speech, freedom of religion, 
freedom from want and freedom from fear. Not very excit- 
ing to us, perhaps even too commonplace to be taken seri- 
ously. Buc what does freedom of speech mean in Warsaw, 
freedom of religion in Vienna, freedom from want in Paris, 
freedom from fear in Rotterdam? Instead of being obvious 
and trite, they are so explosive that they imply a whole new 
way of life, just as their application in Asia implies revolu- 
tionary change. 

The establishment of Freedom throughout the world as 
it is now, often seems impossible and hopeless and so old- 
fashioned that it is rather dull and embarrassing to think of. 
Why it should be easier and more exciting to conceive of the 
establishment of the personal dominion of one mystic il- 
literate over the whole world is difficult to understand, 
until we remember the hundreds of generations of condi- 
tioning we have undergone. Such a thing as a freeman has 
existed rather infrequently and in quite small numbers up to 
the last 165 years. We still find some satisfaction in sub- 
servient identification with a conqueror, in vicarious en- 
joyment of a master's power. And, to the discouraged, to 
the despairing, it is not only the glamorous way of parades 
and sacrifice, it is the easy way in which your thinking is 
done for you. It has an appeal. We should recognize it. 
And recognizing it, we can realize its falsity. We can, with 
new hope, see the weapons we have against it and, backed by 
our technical might of farm and machine, of food and arm- 
aments, we can say to Europe and the East: You need not 
submit. Here in this country we are free in body and mind. 
Listen to our President. Freedom is your birthright too.
